N July 20, 1018, Senger Wheelers and, lke the balance of the 

Tand in the Rosthem Distriet received ity last rainfall for 

year. "During the winter, snow (equal to-one inch of ain) 
ane but no more moisture descended till June 15, 1919. The. half-inch alta of 
that date penetrated the ground four inches and was followed by hot weather O40 100%, 
so thot it dried out in less than & week. After this there only carne two ot thee ight 
‘dust-laying showers and even no dew descended till early in August. Wheeler actually 
‘en his 1019 crop on 233 inches of precipitation 
‘Wheeler's three lending varieties of wheat were seeded on April 18, and were cut, Red 
obs, July 28; Kitchener and. Marquis, on August 7. "His Red Bobe went as high ag 
45 bushels por acre; his Kitehener nad. his Marquis Special Selet, 20 buchols. ‘The Red 
‘obs entiely eseaped the rast that spread over the Resthorn District. ‘The Kitehener 
‘and Marquis were’ free of Mt on August , but by August 6 it began to show, and 
they. were out on August 7, thus ‘escaping’ any deerease in yield or deterioration in 
‘ually 
‘Wher got these crops in a district that sufered from drought, wind, ool-drifting and 
ust, ‘The average yield in the distrit is two to six bushels of wheat per sere 
‘Whesier affirms that his soll did not dift—that the winds afected him searely ut all
